(h) The fontrart should piovide ior payment on 
cash basis i.e. on presentation of shipping documents 
by the Japanese suppliers to tlie Bank of India 
Tokyo. 

(c) The purehase order and the supplier's order 
confirmation should be in English only. 

IT (ii) Only one contract should be entered into 
against tlie imjjort licence. In exceptioal cases, more 
than one contiact may be permitted to be entered 
into, for wdiifh prior approval of the Department of 
Economic- Affairs, Ministrv of I'inance, should he ob¬ 
tained soon after the date of issue of the impoit li¬ 
ce nee. 
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II (iii) Eligibility of Supplier. 

The supplier shall be a national of the eligible 
source countries, or a juridical person registered and 
incorporated in the eligible source countries. 

Section III

Ill (iii) The overseas suppliers agree to furnish 
such information and documents as may be reijuired 
by the Government of India on the one hand and 
the Government of Japan on the other. 

III (iv) Where suppliers are located in Japan, 
they a^ee to make shipping arrangements in con- 
sultaticn with the Embassy of India, Tokyo and that 
for this purpose they would keep Embassy of India, 
Tokyo informed of the delivery schedure of the 
goods involved and notify the Embassy of India, at 
least six weeks in advance of the shipping required 
so that suitable arrangements should be made.

Section IV—Contract Approval by Govt, of India, 

IV (i) As soon as the orders are finalised, the li- 
cencee should forward to the Under Secretary (TC), 
Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, 
North Block, New Delhi, 4 copies of the contract 
duly signed by both parties or purchase order by the

the Embassy of India, Tokyo and the Embassy of 
Japan in India. 
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IV (iii) On receipt of the documents mentioned 
at (ii) above the Controller of Aid Accounts &: Audit 
Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, 
UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi- 
110001 will issue an ‘Authorisation to pay (AjP) ’ to 
the Bank of India, Tokyo in the form at Annexure 
IV for making payment to the overseas supplier. Co¬ 
pies of the A)P will be endorsed to the Embassy of 
India, Tokyo, the importer, the importer’s Bank m 
India and Japan Section, Department of Economic 
Affairs, Ministry of Finance. 

IV (iv) On receipt of the Authorisation to pay 
(AjP) the Bank of India, Tokyo will intimate the 
fact of this receipt to the supplier under intimation 
to the Government of Japan, Embassy of Ind’a, 
Tokyo, the importer’s Bank in India and the 
CAA&A. 

IV (v) The foreign supplier shall, after affecting 
shipment, present through his banker, the documents 
specified in the A|P to the Bank of India, Tokyo. 
If the documents are found to be in order, the Basik 
of India, Tokyo will release the amount specified in 
the documents to the Supplier through his bankers. 

IV (vi) Banking charges payable to the Bank of

The ex¬ 
change rate to be adopted for computing the rupee 
equivalent of the Yen|US$|£ payment will be pre¬ 
vailing composite rate of exchange as laid dotvn in 
CCI&E Public Notice No. 8-ITC (PN) |76 aated 
17-1-1976 or as may be notified by Government from 
time to time through Public Notice of the CCISjE or 
through Exchange Central Circulars of the Reserve 
Bank of India. Any changes in (this regard as also in 
regard to the rate of interest wiE be notified as and 
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when necessary. It will be the responsibility of the 
Indian Bank concerned to ensure that the amount 
due aie coircctly deposited into Government Acoinit 
before the import documents are handedover to the 
importers. The licence should also ensure that the 
amounts due are correctly deposited into Govern¬ 
ment Account before taking delivery of the docu¬ 
ments from their bankers. It is the responsibility of 
the importer to ensure that the amounts due aie 
correctly deposited into the Govt, account promptly 
even when they obtain delivery of the goods from 
the customs autliorities without original shipping 
documents under exceptional circumstances. * The 
Head of Account to which the above rupee deposits 
should be credited is “K-Deposits and Advances- 
843-Civil Deposits-Deposits for purchases etc., 
abroad-purchase Grant Aid from the Government of 
Japan” for 1987-88 (Yen 1.254 billion Grant -A.id- 
Debt-Relief).
